Saturday that he would hold talks with Assad 
and other Syrian leaders on “the uninten- 
tional misunderstanding with some Gulf 
states." 

And Bazargan said in Tehran Sunday that 
Iran's relations with its Arab neighbors were 
based on friendship, fraternity and cordiality. 

The official Pars News Agency quoted him 
as saying Iran has no expansionist designs 
against any of its neighbors in the Gulf, and 
characterized the recent tensions as a "con- 
spiracy to foment trouble between Iran and 
its Arab neighbors." 

Meanwhile, the Kuwaiti newspaper At - 
Qobos said that Tabatabai — who went from 
Damascus to Beirut Sunday for talks with 
Lebanese leaders — is to arrive in Kuwait 
Monday in a further attempt to cool off the 
situation. 

Kuwaiti Minister Hussein has also said that 
relations between Iran and Kuwait are based 
on mutual respect, but new concerns over the 
Iranian situation were raised Sunday when 
another Kuwaiti newspaper reported new 
banian military maneuvers in the Gulf. 

The newspaper A1 Qobos said an Iranian 
destroyer and two missile boats had arrived in 
. the territorial waters of the Tumb Islands off

Israeli drone falls to return 


TEL AVIV, Oct. 7 (R) — A remote- 
controlled pilotless Israeli aircraft failed to 
return to Israeli territory after a reconnais- 
sance mission over Syria and Lebanon, an 
army spokesman said Sunday. 

The drone may have been brought down by 
hostile fire over Syria, the spokesman said. 
He did not specify when the incident took 
place. 

There were no further official details. But 
military sources said Israel has used drone- 
type aircraft for informat’OR-gafeering pur- 
. poses over Syria for some time. “ 

There was no indication from military 
authorities on what type of drone was 
involved. 


But Israel disclosed two years ago that it 
had developed a drone called the "Mini- 
RPV' which flew at subsonic speeds and 
transmitted a constant television picture to 
ground monitors. 

The drone, whose wingspan is about a 
merer and a half, is made of fibreglass and can 
be used repeatedly because of its normal 
landing gear. 

Earlier Saturday three Israeli warplanes 
flew over Sidon and Palestinian camps along 
the s,T«SL*h«rr Lebanese coast, drawing heavy

Britain criticizes Israeli settlement policy 


DAMASCUS, Oct. 7 ( R) — British Minis- 
ter of State at the Foreign Office Douglas 
Hurd Sunday criticized Israel's settlement 
policy in the occupied territories and said it 
impeded a comprehensive Middle East peace 
agreement. 

Hurd, speaking to reporters in the Syrian 
capital before flying to Beirut, added that any 
Mideast accord that did not take into account 
the broad aspirations of the Palestinians 
could Dot be lasting. 

He said the British government believed 
that United Nations Resolution 242 did not 
adequately take into account Palestinian 
rights and could be amended to rectify this. 

Resolution 242 was passed by the U.N. 
Security Council after the 1967 Arab- Israeli 
war. It calls for the recognition of IsT3el and 
the withdrawal of Israeli troops from 
occupied territories. 

But although it calls for a settlement of the 
Palestinian refugee problem it makes no 
mention of a homeland for the Palestinians. 


Asked about Britain's attitude to the Camp 
David accords between Israel and Egypt, 
Hurd said : “ Let's wait and see the result of 
the Palestinian autonomy talks going on now 
between Egypt and Israel. " 

If the talks made progress Britain would 
ask its Arab friends to revise their opposition 
to Camp David, he told reporters. 

Sunday morning Hurd met Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad and said the two were in 
broad agreement on the need to reach a just 
and comprehensive peace in the area. But 
they disagreed on how to achieve this, he 
added. 

Assad was quoted by official sources as 
reiterating to Hurd the view that " the right 
place to discuss the’ Middle East problem is 
the United Nations." 

The Syrian president added that the 
achievement of a Middle Eastern peace was 
in the interest of the whole world. 

He expressed satisfaction at Britain's 
interest in the Middle East and added : 


*" We side with the peace that leads to the 
liberation of occupied territories. The Camp 
David agreements amount to imposing peace 
on the Arab nation. ’’ 


In another development Egypt Sunday- 
expressed concern over an election pledge 
made by Canadian Prime Minister Joe Clark 
to move Canada's Embassy from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem. 


A Canadian special envoy to the Middle 
East told reporters in Cairo after meeting 
with Premier Mustapha Khalil that the Egyp- 
tian attitude toward the pledge " is one of 
concern about any such step being taken by 
Canada. ” 


The envoy, Robert Stanfield, arrived in 
Cairo Saturday on a six-day visit for talks 
with Egyptian officials as part of a Middle 
Eastern tour which followed warnings of an 
Arab boycott of Canada if the pledge was 
carried out.

Fed ups lending rate to!2 % 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP) — The Federal Reserve Board, 
trying to dampen worsening domestic inflation and a fluctuating gold 
market and to support the dollar, raised its bank lending rate by a full 
one per cent Saturday night. 

In increasing its so-called discount rate to 1 2 per cent, it acted only 
19 days after it had raised the rate to 11 per cent, then the highest it 
had ever been. 

The latest action, the third increase by the Fed since Aug. 16, was 
announced by board chairman Paul Volcker. It won immediate 
praise from the White House. 

The move came two days after the government announced that 
domestic wholesale prices shot up 1.4 per cent last month, the largest 
increase in five years. Also last week, gold prices bit$ 444 an ounce 
before closing Friday at $ 385.50 in both London and Zurich. 

White House Press Secretary Jody Powell said the action" will help 
reduce inflationary expectations, contribute to a stronger U.S. dollar 
abroad, and curb unhealthy speculations in commodity markets." 

"The administration believes that success in reducing inflationary 
pressures will lead in due course both to lower ratesof price increases 
and to lower interest rates.” 

“We believe these measures will work to bring money supply and 
credit under surer control,” Volcker told reporters at an unusual 
Saturday night briefing. He stressed that the interest rate increases 
were not meant completely to cut off credit at a time when the United 
States economy appears to have entered a recession. 

The discount rate is the interest rate member banks are charged 
when borrowing from the Federal government Since Volcker 
became chairman of the board in August it has been steadily increas- 
ing the discount rate even though that has raised fears that it will 
deepen the recession.

Saudi women run Jeddah schools 


JEDDAH, Oct 7 — All the 
women teachers and administra- 
tive staff at primary schools here 
are Saudi Arabian, Western Reg- 
ion Director of Girls' Education 
Abdul Rahman Al-Othman says. 

He said that the last group of 
graduates from the Women's 
Teachers’ Training Institutes fil- 
led the gap and a second group will 
shortly be appointed. 

But foreign teachers are stfli 
needed for intermediate schools, 
where Saudi university graduates 
with bachelor degrees have been 
taken on, bringing the total of 
Saudi teachers to nearly 30 per 


cent of the teaching and 100 per 
cent of the administrative staff. 

Othman said the new schools 
opened this year made it possible 
to give a desk to every girl of 
school age, Saudis and foreigners 
alike. 

Jeddah has eight girls' secon- 
dary schools, 16 intermediate and 
172 primary ones. 

This year 200 adult literacy 
schools were opened in the coun- 
try, bringing the total to 1,939 
schools with 5,615 classes and 
8,725 teachers. 

The new schools were opened in 
Riyadh, Hasa, Dammam,- Jeddah, 


Mecca, Taif, Abba, Aflaj, Baha, 
Bisha, Tab uk, Jauf, Jizan, Hail, 
Sudair, Qasim Qunfuza.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 — 
Saudi Arabia is the best credit risk 
in the Middle East, according to a 
worldwide survey by Institutional 
Investor magazine. 

Saudi Arabia's - rated 8.54, out 
of a possible 10, ahead of its clos- 
est Middle East competitor. 
Kuwait (with a rating of 7.93). 

In addition. Saudi Arabia 
ranked 13th out of 93 countries 
around the world. The United 
States was first, with a rating of 
9.89. 

Saudi Arabia's international 
ranking was better than that of a 
number of Western European 
states, including Sweden, 
Denmark, Finland and Italy. 

It was also the highest-ranked 
member of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 
Kuwait was ranked 15th, Ven- 
ezuela 24th, Iraq 41st, Nigeria 
51st, and Iran- 72nd. 

Some 50 banks responded to 
the magazine's questionnaire, in 
June, and about 40 other interna- 
tional bankers were interviewed. 

Reporting the results in its latest 
issue, the magazine says it believes 
they were “ rite most comprehen- 
sive and representative sampling 
of bankers' views on country cre- 
ditworthiness ever compiled. ” 

. The magaz ine indicated Saudi 
'Arabia would have received an 
even higher rating were it not for 
“ bankers' misgivings about the 
political situation ” in the Middle 
East. 

On the risks involved in dealing 
with Middle Eastern countries, 
the magazine said British bankers 
felt“ more comfortable in the reg- 
ion ” than American, “ largely 
because of historical' ties and con-

WASHINGTON, Oct 7 — 
Israel is rapidly losing support in 
the American “heartland 4 ' 
because of its intransigent stand 
on the Middle East peace peocess, 
according to a prominent Ameri- 
can columnist 

The growing resentment of the 
American public toward Israel's 
hard-line negotiating stance could 
soon lead to '‘serious consequ- 
ences,” said Roscoe Drummond, 
a respected commentator on the 
American political scene. 

Writing recently in the Christian 
Science Monitor . Drummond said 
he had traveled throughout the 
American Midwest recently and 
hart spoken with “a wide cross- 
section'' of people in the region. 

“I found that Prime Minister 


Begin' shard line Is alienating ftiany 
Americans,” he said. “A wide- 
spread view is that, while he may 
be winning some diplomatic bat- 
tles with his friends, he is losing 
the peace.'* 

Drummond concluded that 
“unless the gathering resentment 
among the American people over 
the Israeli negotiating stance is 
soon dissolved, it will lead to seri- 
ous consequences.” 

- Both Israel and the Arabs “will 
have to take some risks if they are 
going to reach a settlement,” he 
said. 

Drummond believed the Carter 
administration should pursue a 
balanced approach to the peace 
•process.

Election woes in India, Pakistan W/ 
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THE AILING DOLLAR 


Each time the price of gold shoots op while the dollar falfif there is 
talk of Arab need to move away bom the dollar and determine ofl 
prices through a “currency basket!” 

Such a view is understandable. Arab countries watch helplessly as 
their national income bills steadily down each time the dollar is 
pressured. But the fact is that a move away from die dollar is a 
difficult if not impossible, operation; it being still the base for the 
world monetary system as a whole. 

For some oil exporters like Saudi Arabia, there is an added diffi- 
culty. Their vast dollar holdings would suffer a great deal from even 
talk of abandonment To actually move out would be a full-fledged 
disaster. 

The present uncertainties of the international money market 
reflects more than the weakness of the dollar. There is a veritable 
-international mafia of middlemen profiting from the ups as well -as 
the downs of gold prices, whose interests coincide with magnifying 
each swing into a blind run. 

But they are not the fundamental reason for the uncertainty. This 
is the weakness of the dollar, for which govern meat intervention is no 
cure. Experience has shown that artificial support can never have 
long term effectiveness. The dollar in such case picks up slightly only 
to continue its decline a short while later. 

The uncertainty will remain until such time when the dollar 
readies a price reflecting its true value in relation to other currencies. 
The new monetary system which will then emerge will have at its base 
the three leading international currencies: the dollar, the yen and the 
ECU (especially the mark.) 

The international monetary scene is too complex to accept jour- 
nalistic simplification. Yet one could say with certainty that the Arab 
countries, like the rest of the world, will simply have to learn to live 
with the present weakness of the dollar. There is a crumb of comfort 
in there being no immediate danger of an international monetary 
collapse, although the yen and the mark cannot survive a collapse of 
the dollar. 


AMERICA’S TURN NOW 


The Rev. Jesse Jackson must look bade with some satisfaction at 
the result of his Middle East tour. The black leader returns with an 
important document in his hand. For the first time, the Palestine 
Liberation Organization has submitted a written position-report on 
the question of peace in the Middle East, especially where it concerns 
the heart of that problem, the issue of Palestine and the Palestinians. 

Many intermediaries, Arab as well as foreign, have tried to obtain 
such a definitive statement before. Yet ail the PLO would yield were 
verbal views which, owing to internal and external pressures, were 
soon recanted. This time, a binding document is submitted which 
demands an equally binding response from President Carter. 

An American spokesman has reiterated the official view of the 
Jackson visit as private. Yet it is an open secret that the Administra- 
tion is well pleased with its results. Begin has been publicly blamed! 
for wasting another opportunity for peace, when he refused to meet 
the black leader. The visit is seen as completing the process started by 
the Young-Tarazi meeting whose aim was to obtain the Palestinian 
position on the question of peace. 

President Carter, whh the difficult electoral campaigns ahead, 
must be appreciative of the opportunity the result of Jackson's visit 
offers him to improve his image within the United States, especially 
among the' black voters, by a statesman-like response to the Palesti- 
nian document At the same time, a new initiative would reconcile 
those friendly, oil producing Arab states, who have opposed the 
Camp David agreement all along. These especially would be glad to 
contribute to the solution of toe world energy problem without 
hinde ranee from political factors. 

The Palestinians have thrown the ball into the United States' court. 
Yet although the terms they have set for further talk is primarily their 
own affai r, they have also to realize that too much Arab blood and 
sweat has been involved in the struggle for Palestine for Arab views 
not to be taken into account. The card, the strongest in their hand, of 
recognising Israel, is especially important here. To play it prema- 
turely would be a disaster now. 

But the Palestinians, of course, know this, and their moves always 
have an Arab dimension. This is signified in the present juncture by 
the three-month cease-fire they agreed to observe in South Lebanon. 
For a three months increase in oil production is what Saudi Arabia 
guaranteed the West. The two periods of grace are not unconnected.

NEW DELHI 

Months ago the governments of two neighboring 
South Asian countries, India and Pa ki sta n , 
announced general elections. Now uncertainty 
clouds both polls on tire subcontinent 

For Pakistan, an .election could mean a return to 
civ ilian rule in the Muslim country of 76 million 
which has been controlled py strong-willed army 
generals more often than not since independence in 
1947. 

But President Gen. Muhammad Zia UJ-Haq, 
leader of die current martial law regime which 
seizdd power in a July, 1977 coup,- appeared to be 
wavering in his resolve to hold balloting on Nov. 17 
as planned, according to reports from Pakistan. 

No firm date has been set for the Indian election, 
a mammoth un declaring in this Hindu- dominated 
nation of 635 million. 

Caretaker Prime Minister Charan Singh, his sup- 
port dropping steadily as consumer prices rise, said 
the poll would be held by the first week of January. 

Nevertheless, bis close lieutenant, Raj Naram, 
who is “working'' president inf Singh’s Lok Dal 
Party, repeatedly has asked for tire election's post- 
ponement. 

Both India and Pakistan held elections in March, 
1977 that had sweeping results. With her party's 
defeat, Indira Gandhi resigned lire prime minister- 
ship, ending years of authoritarian rale. 

The then- Pakistan Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto won by such a wide margin that opposition 
groups alleging ballot-box stuffing easily were able 
to organize large-scale protests, which led to his 
-overthrow by Gen. Zia four months later. 

The names Gandhi and Bhutto, long dominant in 
the politics of their respective countries, still are the 
ones that seem to matter. 

While Bhutto, convicted in a political murdei 
case, was hanged last April, his fiery Oxford- 
educated daughter Benazir has taken over leader- 
ship of his Pakistan People's Party. 

Western diplomatic sources said the PPF under 
the 25-year-old Benazir could win a majority by 
riding a wave of sympathy for her father if Pakistan 
carried out a fair election.

Teddy’s specter casts pall over White House

WASHINGTON — 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D — Mass., is beaming 
out at unsmiling presidential aides from three tele- 
vision sets in White House press secretary Jody 
Powelfs office — beaming despite (or, perhaps, 
because of) the crush of cameras and technicians 
^bstiing him as they fight to record the feet that be is 
going to the theater. 

It is a grin familiar to the unsmiling Carter men, 
because it is not unlike the grin that became tire 
trademark of their boss, back when he used to ba& 
in cameras and cables as he made network news by 
draining tire fish pond in Plains, Ga_, in the summer 
of‘76. 

“I think it wifi be a hard-fought battle, both the 
no min a ti on and the election,'* Kennedy is saying on 
TV, on a uewsclrp that has been videotaped -by 
White House signal corps aides for easy reviewing 
by tire Carter aides. 

“Will be." The senator may have slipped inadver- 
tently out of the traditional veil of the subjunctive, 
but President Carter’s advisers figure Kennedy 
actually meant what he accidentally said. 

Kenne dy ’s plan is that be will be running for 
president, the Carter advisers have concluded. 

On the white -columned portico just outside tire 
windows of the Oval Office, President Carter 
pauses for a minute to chat about the news that h&s 
dominated the newspapers and the networks this 
past week. “I think we’re better off with Kennedy 
finally being out in the open,” the president says, 
according to one senior adviser who was there. 
Now, Carter and his advisers have concluded, Ken- 
nedy will begin to be judged in comparison with 
Carter on the issues, not just on image and 
charisma. And on the issues. Carter believes, be 
bolds a commanding lead over Kennedy. 

But throughout Carter’s White House and 
throughout Carter’s campaign headquarters, and in 
fact throughout the Congress that Clearly is not his 
and the bureaucracy that only technically is his, 
there are many who do not agree that Jimmy Carter 
is better off because of the events of the last three 
very poli tic a l , very Washington weeks. 

Within the White House, the apparent reality of a 
Kennedy challenge has left a number of mid-level 
loyalists shaken mid wondering if all is not already 
lost — and privately, some of the president’s most 
senior advisers sound every bit as dispirited. 

“It all seems to be slipping away from us," says 

one Carter aide. "I think it might be beyond salvag- 
ing now. If s coming apart awfully fast." 

In the week that Ted Kennedy brought his presi- 
dential aspirations out from the closet, presidential 
advisers Hamilton Jordan and Jody Powell meet 
several times with campaign director Tim Kraft at 
the White House to discuss bow it all affects the 


Carter- Mondale timetable and strategy. 

“There weren’t any bright insights," Kraft says 
after one meeting. “All it means is that Kennedy 
has upped the ante a little — but tbere s still no need 
for us to declare Kennedy's candidacy tor him.’’ 

They conclude that one reason Kennedy spoke 
out now is to give encouragement to the Draft Ken- 
nedy movement in Florida that is gearing up for the 
non-primary, non-bindings, non-sensical straw 
vote that will be held in Democratic and Republican 
conventions Oct. 14. It is Florida's political slaps- 
tick effort at getting national attention by running 
the first beauty contest of the 1980 season, even if it 
means doing it before Halloween of 1979. In 1976, 
Powell remembers. Carter won a similar Florida 
.JpcHNSQn caucus, b earing one Mflton Shapp, who 
wastbe only other candidate who bothered to be 
there "and after we won we had a hard time even 
getting the wire services to move the story.” 

Two weeks ago, the Carter advisers dispatched 
campaign counsel TTm Smith to Florida to assess the 
operation in that state and do some press inter- 
views. 

Meanwhile, Hamilton Jordan says, "if s not in 
our interest to analyze or hype all of Teddy Ken- 
nedy’s motivations. We've got to worry about get- 
ting energy and SALT passed in Congress." 

That is Carter’s feeling and It has become Jor- 
dan's tine. It is not shared by all of the president’s 
most senior advisers, however. One such adviser 
maintains that a failure to get the energy package or 
SALT approved ou Capitol Hill will further hart the 
president, but approval of the measures will not be 
of great benefit to Carter in bis effort to put down 
the Kennedy rebellion. These measures will not 
really affect people's lives by the time they must 
heed the call of George Gallup or the first caucus 
gavel in Iowa. They will just indicate whether Car- 
ter is able to effectively exert leadership on Capitol 
HilL 

Sixteen blocks from the White House, up at the 
eastern establish me at end of Pennsylvania Avenue, 
Ted Kennedy spent as much of recently telling peo- 
ple that he had come to reassess his non-candidacy 
because of his concern for the state of the economy 
— and because of the concerns of Democratic col- 
leagues on Capitol Hill who were urging him to run. 
Sources close to Kennedy elaborated that 11 of the 
22 Democratic senators seeking reeiection (two 
more are retiring) had urged him to run, fearing that 
they would go down Carter at the head of the ticket. 

But a Washington Post survey of the 22 senators 
shows only a fraction of that number who are willing 
to admit that they did indeed urge Kennedy to 
challenge Carter. George McGovern of South 
Dakota says he did and so does John Durkin of New 
Hampshire. However, most of the others say flatly 
that they did not urge Kennedy to run — including 
Kennedy's dose friend, John Culver of Iowa, who 


says through a spokesman that he felt it was just too 
personal a thing, what with the assassinations of 
both Kennedy brothers and other family problems 
for him to try to interfere. 

Even though they say they did not go ta Kennedy 
and urge him to rim, however, almost all of the 22 
Democrats say they think the chances of Democra- 
tic candidates nationwide will be much better if 
Kennedy is the party nominee instead of Carter. 

ft all comes down to turnout and apathy. “ I think 
Ted would pull out a larger turnout nationally 
among blacks and labor people and others," says 
Gary Hart of Colorado, in comments that were 
echoed by most of the other senators. “They rep- 
resent the traditional Democratic constituency — 
and that could make a difference in close races. The 
biggest problem with President Carter is apathy.” 

Some senators and representatives from south- 
ern and border states said they felt they would do 
better in their own states with Carter at the headfof 
the ticket And some others agreed with a midwest- 
cm senator who. said: “Kennedy increases the 
interest factor, but be also increases the anti-factor 
and the hate factor. So I can’t tell whether if s a net 
plus or net minus to have Kennedy instead of Car- 
ter." 

In the cloakrooms and corridors of the Senate 
and die House, members of Congress discuss 
quietly among themselves whether it will ever come 
down to a showdown, with a delegation of high- 
powered Democratic journeying from Capitol Hill 
to 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue to pull a Barry 
Goldwater and Hugh Scott and tell a sitting presi- 
dent (as they told Nixon) that for the good of his 
party be most step aside — in Carter’s case, with- 
draw from the 1980 campaign. 

Interviews with about three dozen members of 
Congress find a few who can envision such a scene. 
But most say it is unlikely, and virtually all of them 
now believe that Carter’s response would be too 
merely dig the trench deeper and get on with the 
battle. 

Many shared the view of Rep. Leon Panetta, 
D- Cal if., who said, ~ Presidential power is still there 
in projects and money — and nobody is going to tip 
the stale before he has to.” 

There is, in many comers of the Carter White 
House, an air of resignation and even defeat. It is an 
air that is premature, with the first presidential 
primary still five months away, and the wars of 
politics and policy still to be fought, yet it is an air 
that persists. 

The feeling of frustration and despair exists 
because the Carter loyalists figure that in recent 
months Jimmy Carter has given h his very best shot 
— and yet, things have only gotten worse. Part of it 
was his own doing, but a crucial pan of it was not. 

“ I can't help but feel that maybe Jimmy Carter is 
just star-crossed, " says one presidential adviser. 


Consider what has harfieaed since the preside 
resWved, back in July, to make one last, aO-oi 
effort to rebuild his presidency and reshape U 
record on which he hopes to run. 

First was a new sweep in the name of ieadeislai 
He gave a forceful speech to the nation one day, an 
torpedoed any good that it did the next with 
heavy- handed, mass-resignation Cabinet shakes 
That was his own undoing.

relations. 

Next Hamilton Jordan, newly aimointed as chi 
of staff, found himself called to task for the adok 
cent nocturnal indulgences of his too recentpast,h 
susceptibility to the New York strain of disco few 
having plunged him into a world that Jed to 
cocaine investigation that — justified or not — shai 
tered his (and Carter's) reconstituted image a 
leadership. 

Then there was the Soviet brigade. It had been i 
Cuba for years, U.S. intelligence now believes, b 
it was Carter’s misfortune to have it discovered c 
his watch. And, worse yet, the only action th 
Soviet brigade may record daring its stay in Cuba 
the sinldns of Carter's SALT pact. 

So h was that all of those incidents — plus ti 
entry of Kennedy — came together in the rece 
quickie Associated Press- NBC poll that show 
Carter at the lowest point of a president in neaj 
three decades, with only 19 percent rating hi 
“ excellent or good, ” 49 percent giving him " at 
fair, " and 30 rating him “ poor, ” with a bare 
percent " not sure. " 

“ Those things werentf t the prcsideQf s fault, l 
they hurt him just when he needed a break, " si 
one Carter aide. u Sometimes I wonder if he's ei 
going to get one.” 

Tim Kraft, he of the Pancbo Villa moustache s 
politically necessary eternal optimism, recogni 
that luck plays a big part in politics and that lately 
of President Carter’ s luck has been bad.

saudi press review 


Lead stories in most newspap- 
ers Sunday were centered on 
Lebanese Premier Salim Hoss" 
arrival in the Kingdom for talks on 
the situation in South Lebanon, 
bilateral relations and the prop- 
osed Arab summit meeting. While 
Al -Medina said in fts lead story 
that the SR120 billion Yanbu 
industrial complex would be 
opened by King Khakd after the 
pilgrimage season, Al -Riyadh led 
with a report that SRI.6 billion 
have been allocated to compen- 
sate for the expropriation of prop- 
erties in Riyadh. 

In a front-page story, Okaz 
reported differences between the 
oil-producing and consuming 
countries on the agenda of their 
talks, and further reported that 
thousands of Cubans staged a 
demonstration against President 
Hdet Castro demanding Soviet 
withdrawal from Cuba. Most 
newspapers featured on their 


front pages interior Minister 
Prince Naif s approval of the pil- 
grimage plan and his commenda- 
tion of the efforts of the Mina Pro- 
ject Organization. 

Newspapers also quoted a 
Tunisian Newspaper as reporting 
that the Arab summit meeting 
might be held in Riyadh in the 
second week of November. Al - 
Jadrah frontpaged PLO Chair- 
man Yasser Arafat's press confer- 
ence in Ankara, in which he was 
reported as having said that his 
talks whh American Civil Rights 
leader Jesse Jackson were con- 
structive and successful. It further 
reported that Jordan has informed 
international and Arab organiza- 
tions about Israel's desecration of 
Islamic and Christian holy places 
in Jerusalem. Al -Bihsd said in a 
front-page story that Bahrain was. 
to bold official talks with Kuwait 
and Iraq on the latest develops 


roents in the Arab world. 

In a prominent headline on 
Begin government's possible fall, 
Al -Riyadh said most Israelis were 
dissatisfied with his policies, while 
Al-Nadwa gave prominence to 
Iranian Deputy Premier 
Tabatabafs visit to Beirut and 
Damascus to discuss South Leba- 
non and bilateral relations. Al - 
Mafia* featured Foreign Minister- 
Prince Saud Al-FaisaT s interview 
with U.S. reporters and quoted 
him as saying the Kingdom would 
reconsider its oil production early 
next year. It further quoted a West 
German newspaper Deutsche 
Zetimg as saying the Kingdom 
pursued a moderate policy in 
political and economic spheres. 

Al -Medina said in an editorial 
that the Zionists are plotting to 
create a rift among the Arab 
but the paper was not sur- 
pjsed “ since the enemies of Islam 


had always striven to do so "Con- 
vinced that a separate peace with 
the enemy would only tend to 
widen the gap among the Arab 
ranks, that paper said Israeli Pre- 
mier Begin’ s enthusiasm over the 
Camp David accords with Egypt 
was based on the fact that "these 
accords only served the interests 
of the enemies of Islam and sepa- 
rated Egypt from the rest of the 
Arab world.

It 
considered the Camp David 
accords as an attempt tooblUeratc 
all the material and moral 
achievements of the October 6 
victory of the Arabs,

support from the countries of the 
world for their just causes. 

Al -Riyadh concentrated on 
Lebanese Premier Salim Hoss’ 
visit to the Kingdom, saying he has 
come to consulr Saudi leaders on 
the possibility of holding a special 
Arab summit meeting to Hwvngy 
South Lebanon.

were warm, an unexpected change 
from the usual cold cocktails. 

Next came tbe French onion 
soup, rich and steaming with the 
traditional crepe covering and 
pannesan cheese. 

A large fresh salad made from 
the salad bar followed, with three 
choices of house dressings, 
French, Italian and Rose Island. 
Marinated salads were also avail- 
able. 

For the mate course we selected 
the “ Reefn Beef” and “ Zuri 
Gschnalzlets. ” The Reefn Beef 
was a combination of shrimp 
kebab and beef steak. Tbe steak 
was cooked with a touch of spiled 
butter and corriander and the 
shrimp was well prepared a fine 
blend of fish and beef. 

One of the distinctions of Swiss 
cooking-is the use of rich creams. 
The “ Zuri Gschnalzlets, one of 
five Swiss spe dairies on the menu, 
is a fine example of the “ Swiss 
Kitchen. ” A tasty dish of slices of 
tender veal in a cream sauce with 
-mushrooms. The “ Rosri (but- 
tered hashbrown potatoes) served 
with tbe Zuri GWhnalzlets, is a 
welcome change from tbe ubi- 
quitous French fries served in so 
many restaurants in Riyadh. 

True flavor 

Cheif Chef Verner Seewald 
explained another key point of 
. modem Swiss cooking : 44 1 enjoy 
cooking at the Movinpick. I think 
an important factor of tbe Swiss 
cuisine is that the food is not dis- 
guised in heavy sauces or hot 
spices but is appreciated for its 
true flavor.”

Nonaligned nations fail to agree 
on controversial political issues 


UNITED NATIONS, Oct. 7 
(AP) — Nonaligned foreign 
ministers, adopting a common 
stand for the current U.N. Gen- 
-eral Assembly here Saturday 
: nigbt, refused to condemn U.S. 
'“military escalation" in the 
Caribbean. French “intervention” 
in Africa and the Camp David 
accords and subsequent 
Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty. 
(See related story Page 4.) 

Foreign ministers, ambassadors 
and others from nearly all the 95 
countries in the nonal^ned 
movement attended a meeting, 
held behind closed doors in the 
Trusteeship Council Chamber. 

' They worked from a 26- 
paragraph document repeating 
stands announced at the Havana 
nonaligned conference of last 
month as they sought to agree on a 


communique setting forth joint 
positions for the 152-nation 
assembly’s current three-month 
34th session. 

But participants said they split 
so badly on controversial issues 
that finally, on a proposal from 
Zambia, they threw away all 
specific policy provisions in the 
document and kept only the intro- 
duction, saluting the late Angolan 
President Agostmho Neto and list- 
ing issues they will give priority in 
the assembly. 

The latter issues include decol- 
onization, Cyprus, Namibia 
(South West Africa), South Afri- 
can race segregation, Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia, information, economic 
development and aid to 
Nicaragua.

Colombia’s anti-crime war turns right 


; BOGOTA, Colombia, Oct. 7 
■(AP) — Colombia is one of the 
few countries in South America 
that is not under military rule, but 
as it tries to cope with escalating 
crime and guerrilla groups, h is 
leaning more to the right. 

Under President Julio Cesar 
Turbay, who ran for office on a 
law and order platform last year, 
more that a thousand civilians 
have been arrested by the military 
bn suspicion of guerrilla activities. 
Dozens of torture cases have been 
reported. 

. All but about 120 prison- 
ers have been freed. 

The widely respected Bogota 
morning daily El Espectador , 
which ran editorials against Tur- 
bay during last year’s presidential 
campaign, recently printed a car- 
toon showing Turbay being led 
away by a soldier, with the com- 
ment that he is the only political 
prisoner in Colombia. 

The cartoon was prompted by 
an Amnesty International charge 
that there are hundreds of political 
prisoners in Colombia. 

Whether or not the criticism of 
Turbay is valid, it is undisputed 


that he faced massive problems of 
restoring law and order when he 
took office. Remote mountainous 
regions are home to an estimated 
2,000 well-armed, well-trained 
rural guerrillas who had become 
increasingly daring in ambushing ' 
array patrols and invading small 
towns, as well as stealing police- 
men’s weapons; urban guerrillas 
robbed banks and set off bombs 
throughout the country. 

Common criminals were 
believed responsible for. all but a 
handful of nearly 100 kidnappings 
last year. 

So far this year there have been 
.22 kidnappings, and the sharp 
decrease is mostly due to Turbay’ s 
emphasis on building investigative 
forces in police departments. He 
has a sizable part of the armed 
forces trying to wipe out gangsters 
who smuggle drugs to the United 
States. 

And the government’ s count- 
er-insurgency campaign has all but 
finished the principal urban guer- 
rilla group M~l9 as an effective 
operating force. Dozens of its 
alleged leaders are in jaiL 

When Turbay came to office 


last August he realized that an 
often corrupt and overburdened 
civilian judicial system was pre- 
venting any effective solution to 
lawlessness. 

Lawyers say privately that many 
judges are open to bribes. And 
because of too many cases and too 
few judges, it can take up to three 
years to finish a murder case in 
which there is a confession, a 
corpse, a murder weapon and a 
motive. Contested cases can take 
up to six years. 

Turbay attacked the law and 
order problem on two fronts. 
Within two weeks of taking 
office, he and his cabinet created 
security statutes giving broad 
powers tothemilitaiyin replacing 
functions, of civilian courts. And 
the president demanded that 
Congress pass constitutional 
reforms forclearing up the mess in 
the courts. 

The security 'statutes have 
become the most volatile issue in 
Colombian politics. Few argue 
with the statutes' provisions of 
increasing the penalties for several 
crimes.

Protesters said they planned to 
discuss strategy and whether to 
continue the assault.' 

“It seemed pretty unlikely that ' 
we were going to get in because 
the re just weren’t very many of us, 
md it was very obvious that the 
police were quite well prepared," 
•aid one demonstrator, Gary 
Drescher.- 

The police also were “prepared 
n the sense of not over-reacting,’ 1 
re said. . ; 

The demonstrators had set out 
it dawn to occupy the 115-acre 


plant site and halt oonstiuction of 
its twin reactors. -They launched 
rifiwm of assaults on the 10-foot 
chain link fence throughout the - 
morning. . . 

Using bolt and wire cutters, the 
.protesters managed to cut holes 
through portions on the fence, but . 
police stetidned along the perime- 
ter ^ quickly patched those. areas 
and prevented entry. 

At least 350 troopers and 
Guardsmen inside the enclosure 
jabbed the demonstrators with 
clubs, soaked them with water and 
sprayed them ..with , mace and tear 
gas. Many .of the defenders then 
moved outside the fence and con- 
fronted the demonstrators with 
similar tactics. 

• The troopers, from five New 
En glan d states, tried to defuse the 
demonstration by stripping the 
protesters of their wire cutters and 
plastic tarpaulins. 

There were no arrests, and no 
serious injuries were reported, 
although some demonstrators 
were knocked to the ground.

TOKYO, OcL 7 (R) — Japan 
Sunday staged a general election 
for a new House of Representa- 
tives amid typhoon weather that 
kept many voters at home and 
could help some opposition can- 
didates. 

But the conservative Liberal 
Democratic Party ((LDP), which 
has mled Japan for almost 30 
years, was confident of retaining 
power with an increased majority. 

Typhoon Roger, later down- 
graded to a tropical storm, sent 
driving rain over most of Japan 
throughout Sunday. The home 


ministry said only 53.1 per cent of 
the 80 milli on people eligible to 
vote had cast ballots up to two 
hours before the polls closed. 

This compared with nearly 59" 
per cent for the same time during 
the last election inl976, suggest- 
ing a probabR poll of less than 70 
per cent Sunday compared to 73.5 
per cent three years ago. 

Prime Minister Masayoshi 
Ohira called the election more 
than one year earlier than neces- 
sary after public opinion polls 
showed that the ruling party was at 
a 15-year popularity peak. 


The lower turnout seemed 
likely tp help opposition .parties 
rather than the LDP, whose sup- 
porters are confident it will win 
again and thus are more likely to 
stay home through bad weather. 

The LDP bad 249 seats in the 
last parliament and is aiming for 
271 in Sunday’s poll, the number 
h had before the 1976 election 
knocked their aggregate down by 
22. A 271 total would give the 
party control of all parliamentary 
committees, thus permitting pas- 
sage of government bills without 
revision by the Opposition.

Atlas on earth’s resources 

Malthus’ theory still not justified 


LONDON, Oct. 7 (OFNS) — 
An atlas of the Earth's resources, 
published last week, provides evi- 
dence that the Malthusian theofy 
of world population out- strippi ng 
food production is still not jus- 
tified. Nevertheless, it underlines 
the anomaly of masses of hungry 
people in some areas while other 
parts of the world are stockpiling 
or restricting the production of 
food. 

The atlas is an independent 
work produced over four years by 
an international consortium at a 
research cost of $ 700,000. It is 
being published in 20 languages 
and the foreword was written by 
Robert McNamara, president of 
the World Bank. 

He declares that, although pov- 
erty is an ancient affliction, ‘it has 
become an intolerable injustice in 
an age of te chnol ogical sophistica- 
tion and affluence in which the 


strictly twhnirat and economic 
means are available to reduce and 
ultimately to end it.* 

That the world is not in immi- 
nent danger of famine and, given 
equitable distribution there is no 
reason wby anyone should go 
hungry, is revealed as a mathemat- 
ical feet. Over the past few years, 
world production of grain has 
averaged about 1.3 billion tonnes 
a year, which is enough to feed 5.2 
billion people, whereas th$ world 
population is only 4.2 billkm. 

Indeed, this work suggests that 
the potential of the Earth's ability 
to produce food has not yet been 
recognised. Satellite monitoring 
has shown that for less of the 
available land is being cultivated 
than had been estimated by tradi- 
tional statistical and Jess reliable 
methods 

The conclusion is that the world 
has tiie capacity to support its 


Peruvians rush for gold mining 

LIMA, Oct. 7 (OFNS) foe Sun is unlikely to lure a mass of 


Peru is often called the beggaron a 
gold-mine because of its untapped 
mineral wealth. Now the saying is 
more true than ever, with gold 
prices soaring and the country on 
foe edge of bankruptcy. 

There is a vast hoard of gold in 
the land of the Incas. It lies in 
deposits that defied pre- 
Columban technology, and the 
heirs of the Incas are being urged 
to quit Lima's shanty townships 
and to ‘go East' and get panning. 

The televised appeal was made 
recently by the Minister of Mines 
Gen. Juan Sanchez. Copper, zinc, 
lead and silver are all mined com- 
mercially in Peru, and the gov- 
ernment would like to do the same 
with gold. 

Even tiie amateurish efforts of 
the lavadervs (gold- pan ners) have 
proved that there is plenty of 17 to 
22 carat gold in foe Andean hills 
and even more in the Amazonian 
jungle ( beyond. It occurs in seams 
as the main mineral, or in deposits 
combined with other minerals. 

Alluvial gold is common, loo. 
Rivers like foe Santiago and Chin- 
chipa are rich in nuggets; and 
there is a goldfield near Puno on 
the banks of Lake Titicaca (long 
worked for silver). The jungle 
around Madre de Dios is crowded 
with partners seeking their for- 
tunes. 

I was told by Gen. Sanchez that 
the latest and biggest gold rush is 
in north-east Peru, with its many 
Amazonian tributaries. 1 There are 
dazzling prospects on a large scale 
and we want multinational 
operators to come in with dred- 
gers,' he said. 

San Antonio is to have its own 
mining company on a joint-stock 
basis. Any Peruvian will be able to 
buy shares — a novelty in a land 
where the stock exchange is 
minute and most industries are 
nationalized. 

Peruvians have also been offered 
relief on income-tax if they invest 
in gold-mining. 

Despite all foe gilt-edged 
moves, tiie one-time Kingdom of 


modern conquistadors with 
dreams of easy riches, for Peru- 
vian politics are as volatile as foe 
price of gold itself. 

International mining interests 
have neither forgotten nor forgi- 
ven the confiscation of non- 
Peruvian investments after the 
military revolution of 1968. One 
of them was the Cerro de Pasco 
conglomerate, which exported 
half of Peru's gold during foe 
1920s. 

But what takes off most of the 
shine is foe sheer physical problem 
of mining. Much of the gold is at 
high altitudes, bearable only by 
Indians. Some is in streams which 
are dry only in summer, while 
working in the jungle poses obvi- 
ous handicaps. 


increasing population well into the 
□ext century. ‘The most urgent 
problems are human ones: not just 
producing foe food but sharing it; 
controlling population, not foT 
lack of food, but to improve foe 
quality of life.* 

Yet ft is also a fact that every 
day 2 0,000 people die of starva- 
tion and hunger-related diseases 
in the developing countries. The 
rich nations, with only a quarter of 
foe world's population, consume 
half the world's food. 

The industrialized nations, 
including the USSR, allocate 
more grain for feeding livestock 
than is consumed by all the people 
in all the less developed countries. 
The United States uses more fer- 
tiliser a year on tennis courts, golf 
courses and lawns than does India 
for all agricultural cultivation. 

The green revolution of the 
1960s was no panacea for foe 
poverty-stricken countries. 
High-yield varieties of cereals, 
with shorter stems and larger 
heads, proved a boon to rats and 
landlords. The atlas records that, 
with the higher farm profits 
expected from the green revolu- 
tion, the wealfoeir farmers and 
landlords enhanced their 
privileged positions. 

Tenant farmers have been 
charged higher rents ‘with pay- 
ment of well over half the crop 
going to the city-dwelling absen- 
tee landlords* 

The new pattern often favors 
production for export, leaving the 
local population as ill fed as ever. 
Cash crop production — cotton, 
rubber, tea, coffee, cocoa — is big 
business, tut it does not pay for 
food imports to feed the indigen- 
ous population. 

The height of absurdity is 


reached when, as a result of the 
advertising programs of multina- 
ionals, consumers in developing 
countries buy imported fruit and 
juices and ignore the vitamin C 
content of local produce. 

The atlas eschews politics and 
does not propose solutions. 
Richard Butler, president of the 
National Farmers Union of Eng- 
land and Wales, says that there 
can be no solution until the prob- 
lem is recognised, and this work 
should help that recognition.

Surprise announcement by Brezhnev 


Soviets to withdraw 20,000 troops from East Germany 


EAST BERLIN, Oct. 7 (Agencies) — 
President Leonid Brezhnev made a surprise 
announcement of Soviet troop and tank 
withdrawals from East Germany in a speech 
here Saturday night and called on the West to 
respond with similar moves. 

Brezhnev said Moscow would pull out 

20.000 troops and 1,000 tanks within the 
next 12 months as a gesture of its sincere 
commitment to East- West detente and 
determination to make a breakthrough in 
European disarmament. Ho also offered to 
cutback Moscow 1 s arsenal of medium-range 
nuclear missiles. 

The Soviet Union ut present has nearly 

400.000 soldiers and 7,000 tanks stationed in 
East Germuny as part of its “frontline" War- 
saw Pact forces. 

Western officials cautiously welcomed 
the announcement as an important unilateral 
step but said it would take time to learn its full 
implications. In Washington, the U.S. State 
Department said the speech appeared to con- 
tain some positive elements and was being 
studied closely. 

In Vienna, u NATO spokesman saw the 
unilateral initiatives as an attempt to embar- 
rass the West into making concessions at 
East- West troop reduction talks which have 
dragged on without results for six years. 

They said the troop reduction was only a 
tdken step, but the tank withdrawals would 
mean a 1 0 per cent drop in Soviet bloc armor 
in Central Europe. 

The Soviet initiative will mean the first 
major force reductions in Central Europe for 
more than six years. 

Brezhnev made the dramatic announce- 
ment before 2,000 Communist officials and 
foreign dignitaries in East Berlin's three- 
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year- old Palace of the Republic. He is in East 
Berlin as guest of bo nor at celebrations mark- 
ing the 30th anniversary of the state's founda- 
tion. 

The 72-year-old Kremlin chief said Mos- 
cow was also ready to reduce its arsenal of 
medium-range nuclear missiles on condition 
that NATO refrained from boosting its own 
rocket forces in Western Europe. 

The offer was a clcur attempt to influence 
NATO discussions on whether to deploy U.S. 
medium-range missiles in West Germany and 
other NATO states. Ministers from the 
Western alliance arc expected to reach a 
decision on the issue in December. 

NATO officials claim the new missiles are 
Imperative to counter the deployment of at 
least 100 Soviet missiles capable of reaching 
any target in Europe. 

In Brussels Saturday night spokesman for 
the Western alliance said NATO would first 
acquire new long-range atomic weapons and 
them negotiate on a balanced reduction. 

Brezhnev vehemently denied the Warsaw 
Pact was building up its military might and 
said his new initiative was a “concrete 
demonstration of the love of peace and good 
will 1 ' of the Soviet Union and its allies. 

He made the speech flanked by the leaders 
of all the Soviet bloc states except Romania. 

The Soviet chief confounded Western 
expectations that he would blast the Carter 
administration over its controversial allega- 
tions that Moscow had up to 3,000 combat 
troops in Cuba.

GUANTANAMO BAY, Cuba, Oct. 7 
(Agencies) — Young American Marines 
pace the bleached and dusty roads and keep a 
watchful eye on the Cuban soldiers in the mils 
above.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (R) — While 
the last of the Kennedy brothers wails and 
watches. Jimmy Carter is now firmly in the 
running for the 1980 race to the White 
House. 

A flurry of activity in the Carter camp 
over the past few days has dispelled what 
little doubt there was that the president 
will fight the likely challenge from Senator 
Edward Kennedy, with all the risk it car- 
ries of a disastrous split in the Democratic 
Party. 

In an apparent move to take the initia- 
tive, Carter announced on Friday he 
would formally declare his candidacy for a 
second four-year term on December 4 — 
then make a coasl-to-coast campaign trip 
to five major cities. 

That news one day after his campaign 
managers feed off a legal challenge io 
Kennedy supporters. 

A suit filled with the Federal Election 
Commission accused “Draft Kennedy” 
committees of posing as separate groups 


and using the senator* s status as on unde- 
clared candidate to get around limits on 
campaign donations. ' 

The committees, said Carter Campaign 
Manager Tim Kraft, “are us unaffiliated as 
the Marx Brothers.” 

Kennedy. 47-ycai-old brother of Presi- 
dent John Kennedy and Senator Robert 
Kennedy, both murdered, *has yet to 
announce he will challenge Carter for the 
Democratic nomination. But he has said 
repeatedly he is seriously considering it. 

Both men get their fust dear doe to 
their chances next Saturday when Florida 
Democrats elect delegates to a state 
Democratic convention. 

The delegates will not cast their non- 
binding ballots for candidates until the 
convention meets on November 18 but 
the choice of delegates itself will indicate 
each man's comparative strength. 

Kennedy 
consistently leading the president by huge 
margins.

But Soviet President Brezhnev's proposed 
unilateral withdrawal of - 20.000 troops and 
1,000 tanks from Eastern Europe would still 
leave the Soviets with a big numbers edge 
over the United States in Central Europe. 

Warsaw Pact and NATO negotiators dis- 
agree about the number of troops deployed m 
East and West Europe, but military observers 
usually cite the London-based International 
Institute for Strategic Studies as having the 
most reliable non-das si fied estimate. 

While the United States has 197,400 
troops in Central Europe, all deployed in 
West Germany and Berlin, the Soviet Union 
has an estimated 3 1 divisions with an average 
of about 12,000 men per unit for an esti- 
mated, total Central and Eastern Europe 
force of 372,000. 

The Institute says the Soviet Union has an 
estimated 10,500 medium and heavy tanks in 
the area, while the United States has 3,000 
medium tanks. . 

Twenty of the Soviet divisions, or an esti- 
mated 240,000 men, are in East Germany. 
Ten of the Soviet units in East Germany are 
tank divisions, each with more 1 than 320 * 
medium tanks, the Institute says, for a total 
exceeding 3,200 in East Germany alone.
